Tedious as these recurrent school bond elections are, there 
is little relief in voting them down. We must have more schools 
as our area acquires more children, 

Opposition to bond issues is a healthy sign of the democratic 
process in action, but it becomes quite as tedious as the constant 
recurrence of the bond clections themselves. And always, the 
theme of opposition is the same: “The proposal is poorly planned 
and it asks too much. ’ 

In the present Las Lomitas proposal, we do not find the 
charges justified. 

The bond measure would result in the classrooms needed 
in 1956 and would enable the district to acquire other school 
facilities, needed in the heart of the district, sooner and at less 
cost than any other plan that has been presented, 

No human plan is perfect. But we can see no advantage to 
turning down the present Las Lomitas measure in hopes of a 
better proposal.

Community representations have been made be- 
fore the City Planning Commission and the 
City Council. These representations have em- 


bodied the essentials of your editorial which 
lains the fallacy of the theory that an under- 
pass at the junction of Willow Road and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad will not have the end 
result of solving any traffic problems or of gen- 
erating traffic which will be of benefit to Menlo 
Park merchants. It will only create additional 
congestion at the proposed intersection which 
if is under proposal to construct at the expense 
(direct or indirect) of the City of Menlo Park. 

The logical solution is for the State of Cali- 
fornia (whose admitted responsibility it is) to 
bear the cost of this project which should con- 
nect with Sandnill Road via the new Stanford 
Business Center premises. There is certainly 
properly qualified engineering talent available 
to determine whether it is more feasible to 
route this connection via the Palo Alto or the 
Menlo Park side of San Francisquito Creek. 

Menlo Park, its merchants and its taxpayers 
can benefit by the completion of the project to 
extend Alma St. from Palo Alto to Ravenswood 
and then give further consideration to the Wise 
recommendation regarding a modern version of 

crossing of the Seuthern Pacific at or near 
th point. This should be a project of vital 
interest to those cwning business enterprises in 
our growing city.

Mr. Schmidt demonstrated the 
pruning of a hanging basket, an 
upright fuchsia and explained the 
shaping of an espaliered plant. 

In the hangings basket the nur 
seryman cut away all cross branch- 
es and cut back all hanging branch 
es to the edge of the basket. He 
gested a wood container as 
most satisfactory. 

As for the upright plant, first 
decision would be suitable height, 
then branches would be cut to the 
desired length. In espaliering, the 
sanches are left longer, against 
a wall or trellis. 

WHY DRASTIC CUTTING 


The reason for pruning fuch 
as so drastically, Mr. Sehmidt 
explained, is that blooms form on- 
ly on new wood; also the plant 
will not bloom if seed pods are 
allowed to mature. So, he said
